California's harrassed 
property taxpayers can ex¬ 
pect the announcement In 
the next few we^s of fur- 
ther increases In their prop¬ 
erty taxes by local govern¬ 
ment officials,” Assembly 
Speaker Jesse M. Unruh said 
recently. 

“This,” Unruh said, “will 
add fuel to the growing tax¬ 
payer revolt which has grip¬ 
ped this state In recent years 
and, as a result, those local 
officials who have been at¬ 
tempting to fend off reforms 
may be convinced that the 
need for relief is urgent and 
the time for action is now.” 

Unruh, co-author of a 
massive property tax reform 
and relief bill at the last 
session of the legislature, 
said that the reports he Is 
receiving of mounting prop¬ 
erty taxes further illustrate 
the need for reform. He said 
that this Is the most impor¬ 
tant issue facing the state 
this year. 

The Petrls-Unruh tax re¬ 
form bill which was de¬ 
feated by the Senate would 
have reduced school property 
tax rates by an average of 
25 per cent, extempted busi¬ 
ness inventories and house¬ 
hold goods from property 
taxes and made a number of 
reforms in the administra¬ 
tion of the tax to give the 
taxpayer a better break on 
appeals of unfair assess¬ 
ments. A special property 
tax refund would have been 
made to low income senior 
citizens. 

Unruh noted that many of 
the local officials who are 
increasing the property tax 
opposed tax reform at the 
last legislative session. 

"We have lost one round 
In the battle for tax reforms 
and property taxpayer re¬ 
lief; we do not intend to lose 
the next one,” Unruh said. 
“More and more of the peo¬ 
ple are demanding action 
and those local officials and 
special interests who thus 
far have stood in the way of 
genuine tax reform will 
have the taxpayers and the 
voters to answer to.”
